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Mom hauls son into court, cops haul him away 


Judge revokes bond, 
orders meth suspect 
to go back to jail

The mother of a suspected 
methamphetamine “smurf” 
out of jail on bond hauled 
her son into Anderson Circuit 


Court on Wednesday, then 
stood and watched as depu¬ 
ties hauled him 
off to jail. 

Evan 

Cochran, 20, of 
Lawrenceburg 
was arrested in 
May along with 
four others on 
methamphet- 
amine-related 
charges. Evans 
told arresting officer Jeremy 


Cornish of the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department that he 
was “smurfing,” a term used 
to describe those who pur¬ 
chase pseudoephedrine and 
other substances for others 
who manufacture meth. 

On Wednesday, Cochran 
and the others arrested that 
day were scheduled to appear 
for a disposition hearing. As 
Cochran appeared in front 
of Judge Charles Hickman, 
his mother asked and was 


allowed to approach the 
judge, telling him that her 
son had not been obeying 
curfew and that she sus¬ 
pected he was using drugs, 
although not the drugs he 
was charged for. 

The mother asked Hick¬ 
man if she could be released 
from the bond she had posted 
for her son. 

Hickman agreed and 
ordered a bailiff to take 
Cochran into custody. 


Cochran did not speak 
but appeared surprised as he 
stood with his mouth open 
before a bailiff led him from 
the courtroom. 

Cochran appeared back 
in the courtroom a short 
while later, this time in hand¬ 
cuffs and seated with other 
inmates waiting their turns 
in front of the judge.

Prosecutor 
rescinds plea 
offer in tied 
up child case 

Case, Medleys back 
in Circuit Court Dec. 4

The Commonwealth Attorney’s 
office retracted a plea offer Wednes¬ 
day for the woman charged with 
tying up her 3-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter for as many as 16 hours each day. 

The girl’s grandmother, Carolyn 
Case, along with her parents, Rebecca 
and Herbert Medley, all are charged 
with first-degree criminal child abuse 
and have each pleaded not guilty. 

Armed Wednesday in Anderson 
Circuit Court with their own public 
defenders, each appeared in front 
of Judge Charles Hickman and were

Child porn 
suspect 
pleads guilty

The Lawrenceburg man charged 
with 70 counts of possessing and dis¬ 
tributing child pornography pleaded 
guilty Wednesday afternoon in 
Anderson Circuit Court 
and could now face up 
to 20 years in prison. 

Mark Hawks, 55, 
of Secretariat Drive 
entered his plea roughly 
16 months after being 
indicted for download¬ 
ing and viewing porno¬ 
graphic images of girls 
as young as 6 years old 
at his home and at his workplace in 
Shelbyville. 

Because the charges are all C and D 
felonies, Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Laura Donnell said 20 years in prison 
is the maximum amount of time to 
which Hawks can be sentenced.

Mental health could be used 
in murder suspect s defense 


Trial postponed, 
now set for July

The man charged with bru¬ 
tally murdering his landlord 
last year on Clay 
Burgin Road 
may use his own 
mental health in 
defending him¬ 
self against the 
charge. 

Terrance Cram, 

50, is charged 
with killing Tena 
McNeely, 49 last January at her 
residence about 14 miles outside 
of Lawrenceburg. 

According to documents 
filed in Anderson Circuit Court, 
Cram’s attorney plans to intro¬ 
duce “mental health evidence 
relating to the defense of 
extreme emotional disturbance.” 


That defense was confirmed 
when Cram appeared last 
Wednesday in Anderson Cir¬ 
cuit Court. His new attorney is 
Casey Holland, a public defender 
who recently took over Cram’s 
defense. 

He told Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Hickman that he is new 
to the case and asked for time to 
prepare for a jury trial that was 
originally supposed to begin last 
month. 

Hickman said a new trial date 
for the end of July 2013, with 
a pretrial conference about a 
month before. 

A mental health hearing on 
Cram was conducted last Novem¬ 
ber. 

McNeely apparently rented 
a room to Cram for about five 
years. 

McNeely died of a brain 
injury from blunt impact, inves¬ 
tigators said at the time, and 
may have lived from minutes to

Driver smashes into Fox Creek 
residence, flees accident scene

A Lawrenceburg man crashed a Chevy 
Tahoe into a Lox Creek Road residence 
early Monday afternoon and fled the scene 
of the accident. 

According to Sheriff’s Office Deputy 
Tony Likens, 20-year-old driver John Ivey of 


1497 Aaron Barnett Road was driving west 
into Lawrenceburg with a single passenger, 
19-year-old Andrew Rittenberry, when Ivey 
lost control of his vehicle at the intersection 
of Lox Creek Road and Anderson City Road 
a little before 1 p.m. Monday afternoon. 

The Chevy Tahoe spun 180 degrees and 
slammed backwards into the front of an

unoccupied residence at 2046 Fox Creek 
Road, Likens said. 

A neighbor at 2040 Fox Creek Road 
called the authorities after he heard a 
loud noise, and witnessed Ivey driving 
away from the accident. 

Ivey was scared and fled the scene, 
Likens said, to head back to his home on 
Aaron Barnett Road. 

Officers intercepted Ivey about 45 
minutes later. 

According to Likens, Ivey will be 
charged with leaving the scene of an 
accident, prescription medication not in 
proper container and possession of leg¬ 
end drug cyclobenzaprine hydrocloride, 
a muscle relaxant. 

Ivey did not appear to be under the 


influence at the time of the accident, 
Likens said, and no one was injured in 
the accident. 

The cost of the damage to the house 
was significant, perhaps thousands of 
dollars, he said. 

Property owner James Davis, who 
said he’s lived in the Fox Creek area for 
15 years, surveyed the damage to the 
structure Monday afternoon, picking 
up a Chevy decal and a portion of the 
vehicle’s running board off the muddy 
ground. 

Davis said he’s been remodeling the 
small home for the last four and a half 
months, working on the foundation and 
prepping the interior for painting. He 
said he’s not sure how much it will cost 
or how long it will take to repair the 
damage from the accident. 

“The good Lord is the only one who 
knows how long it will take,” Davis said.

hours following her assault. 

“The murder was brutal,” said Det. 
Kevin Calhoon of the Kentucky State 
Police. 

Cram fled Kentucky after allegedly 
killing McNeely and was later cap¬ 
tured in Arizona. 


Along with allegedly killing McNee¬ 
ly, Cram also apparently locked up a 
half dozen of her cats in an outbuild¬ 
ing with no food or water. They were 
rescued and later adopted out by the 
East Shelbyville Animal Clinic, where 
McNeely was a longtime customer. 

McNeely was a daughter of Trooper 
James McNeely, who died in April 1972 
while on a flood rescue mission in 
Franklin County. His body was never 
recovered.

expected to receive a plea deal from 
prosecutor David Nutgrass. 

All three have been granted indi¬ 
gent status and have been assigned 
public defenders. 

During the hearing, Case’s attor¬ 
ney, Max Comley of Frankfort, said 
an offer had been made but that 
Nutgrass “yanked the string back 
from me,” Comley said. 

Nutgrass confirmed the offer had 
been rescinded, and neither side 
revealed what that offer was. 

The attorneys for the Medleys did 
not speak, and a date for all three to 
return to Circuit Court was set for 
Dec. 4 at 9 a.m. 

The charge against them stems 
from a state police investigation 
during which Case reportedly told 
troopers that the 3-year-old was tied 
to her bed from 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. each 
day. She also acknowledged that the 
child was also tied to the bed for a 
two-hour nap, and spent an addi¬ 
tional four hours tied up for disci¬ 
pline, according to the documents.

She was also tied up to a booster seat in a kitchen 
chair for up to an hour a day for discipline. 

The child was tied up with a curtain sash by 
lacing it through the arm holes in her shirt and 
behind her back. It was then fastened to the bed 
using a large horse collar safety pin, according 
to court documents. The sash was also used to tie 
her to a kitchen chair. 

Case, the grandmother, told investigating 
troopers with the Kentucky State Police that the 
girl “spent more time tied up than free,” accord¬ 
ing to documents. 

Case also told investigators that she was tied up 
because she was “getting out of bed and getting 
into things,” and that she was trying to “get out of 
the residence when everyone was asleep.” 

Case added that the girl’s mother, Rebecca 
Medley, “would tie [the girl] up very tightly and 
that [her] movement was very impaired and she 
was not able to escape.” 

The girl was being tied up from June 1 through 
Aug. 3, when a child protective services worker 
alerted the state police. 

Herbert Medley told police he knew about the 
girl being tied up but “felt he could not tell any¬ 
one because Case had threatened to kick them 
out of the residence.” 

He said that Case started the practice and 
showed his wife how to do it.

A mom and dad 
charged with selling 
marijuana to their 
17-year-old son have 
pleaded guilty and 
were sentenced last 
Wednesday in Ander¬ 
son Circuit Court. 

Hershel and Karen 
Brown of 124 Dove 
Drive were both placed 


on four-year supervised 
diversion program, and 
Judge Charles Hickman 
ordered them to remain 
drug and alcohol free, 
not possess firearms 
and other restrictions 
during sentencing. 

They were charged 
in August after police 
searched their resi¬ 
dence and reported 


finding marijuana, 
hydrocodone, Oxycon- 
ton, cash and guns. 

Police also found 1.3 
ounces of marijuana 
in their son’s pocket 
that was divided up in 
small baggies for resale, 
according to a com¬ 
plaint filed by officer 
Jeremy Cornish of the 
Lawrenceburg Police 


Department. 

Cornish said the 
boy’s mother admitted 
that her son purchased 
the marijuana from she 
and her husband for 
around $120. 

The Browns previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to 
charges of conducting 
an unlawful transac¬ 
tion with a minor and 


trafficking marijuana, 
under 8 ounces. 

In his report, Cornish 
said the mother “stated 
that would rather have 
her son smoke mari¬ 
juana rather than syn¬ 
thetic marijuana.” 

The mother also told 
Cornish that she sold 
the marijuana because 
“she draws disability 


and times are hard.” 

Cornish reported 
finding baggies of 
marijuana, scales and 
a large amount of cash 
inside a safe, along 
with multiple loaded 
firearms. 

The cash, Cornish 
said, was in denomina¬ 
tions of 100, 20 and 10 
dollar bills.

Kentucky State Police investiga¬ 
tors used a warrant to intercept 
images and videos Hawks was 
downloading at his home last 
spring. 

While interviewing him in his 
driveway, Hawks told investigators 
that he became “stimulated” by 
looking at images of video of pre- 
pubescent girls as young as 6 years 
old, and that he had previously 
been convicted of inappropriately 
touching an 8-year-old niece while 
babysitting. 

Documents on file also include 
chilling descriptions of photo and 
video files Hawks allegedly pos¬ 
sessed or viewed, including naked 
children being forced into sexual 
encounters with adults and others 
being forced to show their genita¬ 
lia. 

When police arrived at his home, 
Hawks told them he knew what 
they were looking for, and that the 
computer containing the images 
was in the trunk of his car. 

A police search of computers 
inside the home owned by Hawks’ 
wife and college-aged son did not 
reveal child pornography, accord¬ 
ing to the transcript. 

Hawks told investigators that he 
is heterosexual and has no interest 
in boys. 

He said he was stimulated by 
looking at young naked girls, 
but aside from being charged for 
touching his niece, never tried to 


have sexual relations with them. 

Asked by an investigator the age 
of the youngest girls he viewed, 
Hawks responded, “Eight, 9, 6,1 
don’t know.” 

“Pm going to say that the age 
range of your pornography for sex 
items is between the age of 8 and 
adults,” the investigator says in the 
transcript. 

“That’s at least fair,” replied 
Hawks. 

“Do you find you like a certain 
child video? I mean what age group 
do you like?” the investigator 
asked. 

“I just look at them all,” replied 
Hawks. 

Hawks also revealed to investi¬ 
gators that he was charged in the 
early 1990s with indecent exposure 
for allegedly showing his genitals 
to two teenage girls in Ohio, adding 
that the charge was later dismissed. 

He said he began looking at child 
pornography while he was sepa¬ 
rated from his wife. 

Hawks said a woman he was 
with at that time was concerned 
that her daughters were being 
sexually abused, and that she was 
afraid they had been videotaped 
performing sexual acts. 

Hawks told investigators that he 
began searching the Internet for 
images of the girls, which lead him 
into being “stimulated” by those 
types of images. 

Asked by investigators if he 
should be around young girls, 
Hawks said no.

Time to do away 
with constables 

Wondering if negative ads hurt Stevens 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

It looks like Kentucky is on its way to doing something 
that should have been done decades ago: getting rid of the 
elected position of constable. 

A report released last week by the Department of Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Training was sort of a Capt. Obvious moment for 

many who already knew that the position is about as - 

useless as a bucket without a bottom. 

The report calls constables “irrelevant as an arm 
of law enforcement,” which is actually much kinder 
than the description I would have offered. 

Frankly, the very notion that someone without 
any form of police training can win an election and 
magically have the full powers of a police officer is 
ridiculous. 

These people not only can pull you over on the 
road, they are allowed to carry guns, haul you off to 
jail and do anything an actual cop can do. 

And in many cases, they’re knuckleheads who 
can’t even obey the law themselves. 

Right here in Anderson County there have been 
several recent cases where constables are arrested for break¬ 
ing the law by running around town with a blue light on their 
vehicles. 

Only real cops can use a blue light, and constables here just sev¬ 
eral years ago were told in no uncertain terms that they cannot, 
under any circumstances, use a blue light. That was a direct order 
from the fiscal court, and at least two constables flat-out ignored 

it. 

A few years earlier, a constable who 
has since moved on was charged with 
drunk driving, and not for the first 
time. More recently, complaints have 
piled up in the judge-executive and 
sheriff’s offices about local constables 
— and neither office has the authority 
to do a thing about them. 

With one exception. 

Circuit Court Judge Charles Hick¬ 
man did issue an order prohibiting con¬ 
stables from serving legal documents, a 
measure that has been adopted by sev¬ 
eral other Kentucky counties, accord¬ 
ing to Sheriff Troy Young. 

Only the sheriff’s office can serve 
legal documents, and that’s the way it 
should remain. 

Here’s why: Our sheriff’s office is 
a fee office, meaning that its budget (which hasn’t gone up in 
years) is not comingled with that of the fiscal court. 

The sheriff sends out tax bills and collects payments for each 
of the taxing districts, then keeps a percentage of each bill for 
operating funds. The balance of the sheriff’s budget comes from 
a $100,000 annual supplement (a product of when the sheriff’s 
office took over the “old county police”) and the fees it collects 
from document service. 

Fortunately, circuit court Judge Charles Hickman does not 
allow constables to perform document service, but that could 
change someday, which could have a serious affect on our sher¬ 
iff’s budget. 

Given how well that office currently stays out of our collective 
wallets, it’s clearly best to let people suing each other continue 
funding as much of the sheriff’s office as possible. 

The bottom line is that the state legislature would be wise to 
put an end to constables and let the real police deal with crime. 

S peaking of reduction, I wonder if negative campaign ads ate 
into the number of local votes Kent Stevens received in his 
loss to state Rep. Kim King. 

It would have a taken a huge majority in Anderson for Stevens 
to offset King’s advantage in Mercer, but even the most optimistic 
Stevens supporters had to be shocked at how soundly she defeated 
him here in his home county. 

Shun her party affiliation or dislike her politics all you want, 
but there seems to be a nearly unanimous opinion that King is 
simply a very nice lady. 

It’s doubtful that even those who don’t like some of her ideas 
liked it when Stevens referred to them as “hair brained,” and held 
it against him in the voting booth.

Tell officials to support recycling building 


To the editor: 

n behalf of the Anderson County Envi¬ 
ronmental Community, I would like to 
provide some factual information to 
clear up the editorial from Nov.7, “Tell magis¬ 
trates to protect Earth and your wallet.” 

Last spring, the committee, with support 
and approval from both the county and city, 
applied for and received a $125,000 grant to 
purchase equipment to improve Anderson’s 
recycling program. 

To date, the county has operated a curbside 
collection program, where participation has 
improved from 750 to more than 1,100 in the 
last couple years. 

This service has been provided at no cost to 
the participants. 

However, the cost to run the program 
has certainly increased and the county has 
struggled to maintain the program, having to 
borrow help from other departments within 
the county. 

Without some change, the county will not 
be able to handle much more increase in par¬ 
ticipation. But our goal would be able to have 
all residents and businesses participating. We 
agreed to change from curbside service to a 
drop-off service, as has been proven by many 
counties across the country to be much more 
cost effective. 

Currently, there are more than 357 drop 
offs in Kentucky for recycling and only 38 
curbside recycling programs. This is due pri¬ 
marily to the high cost of curbside collection, 
especially in rural areas. 

The new program will include nine drop¬ 
off trailer locations, one placed at Walmart, 
which most of us visit on a weekly basis. A 
drop-off trailer will be located at every school 
as well, which will serve both the school sys¬ 
tem and any residents that wish to use them. 

These locations should be convenient as 
well, given the majority of our population 
is within the city limits. We will also have 
two or three trailers placed in the county to 
help those that are further out. This is hardly 
“sprinkled around the county” as stated in the 
editorial. 

The grant also included equipment to 
process our recyclables, such as a baler and a 
skid steer loader, both of which are necessary 
to be efficient at recycling. The grant process 
requires that the county match a portion of 
the grant. So, the county committed money 
to build two unloading ramps and a build¬ 
ing to house the new equipment and process 
some of the recyclables. An analysis of the 
operating costs before and after shows that 
operating costs should NOT increase. The edi¬ 
torial threw out a $600,000 per year operating 
cost based on Woodford County’s program. 
The committee has estimated our program 
to remain at less than $100,000 per year, not 
including revenues. 

Current revenues for our recyclables 
run over $30,000 per year, which we expect 
to more than double over just the next few 
years, based on other county programs the 
state helped implement. But, of course that 
depends on everyone’s willingness to partici¬ 
pate. 

Last week’s editorial stated our county’s 
participation rate “doesn’t figure to improve 
once curbside stops” due to the need to haul 
recyclables somewhere. 

The trend we’re already seeing at the coun¬ 
ty recycle center, where you have to drive to 
drop off, is an increase in participation. 

Also, the recycling rate in Kentucky, even 
with the vast majority done through drop off 


programs is more than 34 percent. Anderson 
County is currently well below this average. 

With regard to the building cost, the esti¬ 
mate has significantly increased from what 
we included in the application. Why? The 
county looked at some other programs around 
the state to learn from their programs. In try¬ 
ing to be proactive and responsible with the 
taxpayers’ money, the new design, though 
more expensive initially, would save money 
down the road as the program expands. Even¬ 
tually, we would like to offer recycling for 
other wastes to reduce even more of what 
goes to the landfill. Already, we have started a 
carpet recycling program, which virtually no 
other county in the state has done. The coun¬ 
ty has just recently started recycling vinyl sid¬ 
ing. Both of these were implemented as a cost 
savings. And, there are more opportunities. 

In summary, if we manage this program 
well and get good community participation, 
we can make this a very successful program. 
The Environmental Committee, the county 
and city will continue to work together and 
do our best job to make this happen. 

Our goal is to protect the Earth, which we 
intend to do. We made a commitment to the 
community and to the state to implement this 
program. The state is supporting our initiative 
through funding of the grant, which they 
would not do if they thought it would not be 
successful. 

So please, tell your magistrates to support 
the program we have already begun; it will 
cost the taxpayers much less in the long run 
than a program like mandatory trash pick up. 

As I have stated before, anyone is welcome 
to attend our Environmental Committee 
meetings to just listen or to help participate.

Future of Kentucky 
tourism: recreational pot 


I n the post-election buzz, 
Kentucky marijuana tour¬ 
ism probably didn’t cross 
your mind. 

But the media, having 
turned its gaze 
away from analyz¬ 
ing every aspect 
of the presidential 
race, is starting 
to refocus on a 
measure recently 
passed in Colorado 
and Washington — 
legal recreational 
marijuana. 

An amendment 
that Kentuckians 
may be voting on 
sooner than you 
think. 

According to reports from 
the Associated Press, adults over 
21 in Colorado will be able to 
possess up to an ounce of mari¬ 


juana and grow no more than 
six plants, with the caveat of no 
public consumption or getting 
behind the wheel of a vehicle. 

Industrial hemp regulations 
(something I’ve written about 
happening in Kentucky exactly 
a year ago) are also included in 
the measure. 

Pro-pot advocates of the 
amendment promised Colorado 
voters almost $40 million in 
marijuana tax revenue, which 
would go to school construction 
funding. 

With every joint, you build 
an elementary school. 

But don’t expect to see an 
increase in the state’s tax cof¬ 
fers just yet; the tax code for 
marijuana has yet to be imple¬ 
mented and won’t be for some 
time.

Now that we have fallen 
back in time, 
so to speak, our 
biological clocks 
are adjusting, 
albeit slowly. My 
normal wake up 
hour has shifted 
from 5:30 a.m. to 
6:30 a.m. 

It should 
have gone the 
other way, but 
it never does in 
the winter. The 
wildlife on the 
farm seem to follow the same 
routine. 

Since the sun sleeps in a 
little longer, so do the birds 
and other critters, including 
us. I miss the flurry of activ¬ 
ity in the yard during those 
early hours. 

Now, when I look outside 
as the sun rises, all I see is 
frost. It takes a while before 
anything starts to stir. 

We also get hit on the 
other end with darkness 
coming in earlier. In the 
summer, when 9 p.m. rolls 
around, I may just be com¬ 
ing in from mowing. Now, 

I’m already in my jammies! I 
think our bodies adjust to the 
seasons much like the plants. 
We’re just not as naturally 
active. We crave light and 
heat and almost have to force 
ourselves to go outside when 
it’s dark and cold. 

I fight this battle by bring¬ 
ing summer into the house. 
Well, into one room at least. 

I have a room that is just for 
plant growing. I have artifi¬ 


cial lights and heat to allow 
me to have at least a little 
food growing during the “off” 
season. Cold weather wimps 
like me don’t want to go out¬ 
side in the winter. 

Most of you are a little 
“hardier” and may want 
to try some other options 
to keep your green thumb 
active. There are green¬ 
houses and cold frames of 
numerous shapes and sizes 
that can keep you in fresh 
food throughout the winter. 

It just depends on your space 
and wallet. 

Traditional greenhouses 
are expensive to heat in the 
winter. If you build it partial¬ 
ly in the ground, you reduce 
your heating costs. If you 
use barrels of water inside, 
you can reduce your heating 
costs. You do have more space 
to grow more food. 

Cold frames are like mini 
greenhouses. Basically a 
wooden box with a glass lid, 
these little gems can produce 
quite a bit of food, if you 
have several. The trick here 
in Kentucky is venting them 
when we get warm days and 
heating them when it gets 
really cold. 

I saw a great design for 
cold frame heating the other 
day. It was really simple. 

All you need is a bird bath 
heater and a large ceramic 
pot with a lid. The kind of 
lid that has an opening for a 
ladle. That’s a natural place 
for the electric cord to pass. 

Place the pot in a corner 
of the cold frame with a hole 


in the side of the frame for 
an electric cord to pass to 
the outside. You submerge 
the heater into the pot filled 
with water, and leave it in 
the cold frame. Stack some 
straw bales around the out¬ 
side of the frame. You’ll be 
able to grow all winter. 

Now, there are still out¬ 
door chores to be done before 
Thanksgiving arrives. It’s 
time to put the strawberries 
to bed by covering them with 
2 inches of straw. Mums can 
now be cut back to ground 
level, so they’ll grow bigger 
and stronger next year. Wait 
until December to cut your 
roses back. 

November is halfway over, 
which means Thanksgiving 
is just around the corner and 
that means it’s Rummage 
Sale time! The Anderson 
Humane Society’s giant sale 
is always the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving at the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Hall. Gather up 
your donations or grab your 
Christmas list for shopping, 
or both! 

If you want to be especial¬ 
ly Santa-like this year, you 
can even drop off a badly 
needed bag of dog or cat food. 
The homeless puppies and 
kitties thank you for any¬ 
thing you can do. Now, get 
some seeds started! Watching 
green things grow always 
puts a smile on your face.

Treasuring Our Underprivileged Citizens With 

Heart 
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As we all know, unprecedented tax 
codes for a formerly illegal drug aren’t 
written in a day. 

In terms of how recreational mari¬ 
juana could affect law enforcement, 
Anderson County Detective Brian 
Taylor said he doesn’t think the new 
amendment will affect Kentucky, 
except perhaps folks making trips to 
Colorado. 

However, Taylor said he expects 
DUIs to spike in Colorado now that rec¬ 
reational marijuana is legal, including a 
heightened demand for lab technicians 
to conduct urine analysis of marijuana 
users. 

The more DUIs, the more techni¬ 
cians need to be hired and paid to do 
their jobs. 

Not only that, Taylor said, but the 
state may lose revenue from its general 
fund with the absence of fines and 
court costs formerly attached to pros¬ 


ecuting marijuana crimes. 

“I don’t think they realize how much 
of a burden it’s going to be on the state,” 
Taylor said. “It’s not a cash cow like 
everyone talks like it’s going to be.” 

It’s not a crackpot notion, however, 
that Kentucky will be poised to tackle 
marijuana as a form of tourism. 

Regardless of the issues with tax¬ 
ing and regulating the sale and use 
of pot (and whether or not a state’s 
right to declare it legal jives with fed¬ 
eral enforcement), marijuana tourism 
makes sense for Kentucky. 

Why? Because Kentuckians grow 
and smoke a lot of marijuana. A lot. 

How prevalent is marijuana in Ken¬ 
tucky, exactly? 

To the 2011 Drug Enforcement 
Administration Domestic Cannabis 
Eradication report! 

In 2011, the DEA seized more than 
400,000 outdoor and indoor cultivated 
marijuana plants worth $2.3 million in 
Kentucky alone. 

Here’s how Kentucky currently 
ranks across the United States: 

• No. 3 in the country for total out¬ 
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door pot plants (382,701) 

• No. 5 in number of arrests (492. No. 
1? California with 1,985) 

• No. 5 in total indoor plant produc¬ 
tion (21,077) 

• No. 6 in seized outdoor marijuana 
plots (711) 

If we’re talking about gateway legis¬ 
lation, both Colorado and Washington 
approved medical marijuana use prior 
to Tuesday’s pot amendment. 

The Gatewood Galbraith Medical 
Marijuana Memorial Act, filed in the 
Kentucky Senate this past summer, will 
be introduced during the January 2013 
legislative session. 

Since its initial filing, I haven’t heard 
recent reports of renewed debate. But I 
guarantee the conversation about rec¬ 
reational marijuana use in Kentucky is 
far from over. 

s an education follow-up to 
those concerned with students’ 
state test scores, Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell recently shared that 
the state Department of Education may 
be lowering their goals for schools and 


districts striving to meet “proficient” 
standards. 

According to Mitchell, districts like 
Anderson County — who fell into the 
bottom 30 percent of Kentucky school 
districts with a classification of “needs 
improvement” — will now be judged 
based on meeting a point total, rather 
grouping districts according to percen¬ 
tile bands. 

In short, that means in order to 
achieve proficiency next year, Ander¬ 
son County only needs to gain 0.4 over¬ 
all points to be considered proficient, as 
opposed to the previous 0.7 point goal 
set by KDE. 

A 0.3 point difference doesn’t seem 
like a lot, but considering Anderson 
County was 5 percent away from being 
labeled “Proficient,” every point counts. 

The district will still be expected to 
increase its score from 57.7 to 58.7 out 
of 100, well exceeding the cut off to be 
considered “Proficient.” 

“Our goal will stay the same,” Mitch¬ 
ell said via e-mail. “We will still strive 
to reach the higher classifications — dis¬ 
tinguished or distinction. 11

City grants extension on historic district recommendation 


Planning and 
Zoning deadline 
now set to 
January 2013

The joint Planning 
and Zoning Commis¬ 
sion now has until 
January to finalize its 
decision about a poten¬ 
tial historic district in 
Lawrenceburg, thanks 
to an extension granted 
by the city council 
Monday night. 

Council members 
voted 5-0 to allow the 
joint commission until 
its January 2013 meet¬ 
ing to review requested 
ordinances from 
Bluegrass Area Devel¬ 
opment District in 
making its final recom¬ 
mendation either for or 
against the creation of 
a historic district. 

Council member 
Paul Thomas Vaughn 


was absent from the 
Nov. 12 meeting. 

The joint Planning 
and Zoning Commis¬ 
sion had 60 days start¬ 
ing from its August 
meeting to recommend 
the creation of the 
historic district, not 
recommend the dis¬ 
trict, or abstain from 
taking any action, 
which would result in 
a default “yes” recom¬ 
mendation. 

The 60-day deadline 
passed in October and 
the council currently 
had the authority, 
according to statue, to 
move forward with the 
joint planning com¬ 
mission’s current no 
action, default “yes” 
recommendation if the 
council decided not to 
grant the extension, 
Myles said. 

During the planning 
and zoning commis¬ 
sion’s Oct. 9 meeting, 
commission vice chair¬ 
man Jody Hughes, 
presiding over the 
meeting in the place of 
chairman Betty Webb, 
said the commission 


needed more time to 
review information on 
the proposed historic 
district area and poten¬ 
tial guidelines and 
standards before taking 
any action. 

“We’re not even 
going to be able to 
think about doing this 
until the first of the 
year,” Hughes said at 
the October meeting. 

The Planning and 
Zoning Commission 
sent a letter to Mayor 
Edwinna Baker and 
members of the his¬ 
toric district commis¬ 
sion on Oct. 17, asking 
for “a waiver of the 60 
day period for a recom¬ 
mendation by the Joint 
Planning Commission 
with regard to the 
zone map overlay for a 
Lawrenceburg historic 
district.” 

The process for 
establishing a historic 
district in Lawrence¬ 
burg has been years in 
the making, with the 
city first creating a his¬ 
toric district commis¬ 
sion in 2006. 

About one year ago, 


the historic district 
commission held its 
first public hearing 
about the creation 
of a historic district, 
with Anderson County 
residents voicing their 
concerns on a variety 
of issues such as poten¬ 
tial new renovation 
procedures, expense of 
historic home upkeep 
and resell value. 

Once Planning and 
Zoning has reviewed 
materials and taken 
action, the decision to 
create a historic district 
in Lawrenceburg will 
come before the city 
council for a final vote. 

Chamber of Commerce 
transfers 'welcome sign' 
ownership to city 

The council unani¬ 
mously approved to 
take over the three 
Welcome to Lawrence¬ 
burg welcome signs 
previously the respon¬ 
sibility of the Ander¬ 
son County Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“I think the city 
should have had them 


all along,” council 
member Ken Evans 
said, adding he believed 
each welcome sign cost 
about $8,000 each. 

Mayor Baker said 
she believed the signs 
could eventually be 
added to the city’s 
insurance. 

City approves liquidation 
of surplus property 

The council unani¬ 
mously approved to liq¬ 
uidate surplus property 
under the discretion of 
Mayor Baker. 

The surplus prop¬ 
erty includes a 1978 
aerial truck, two water 
pumps, four police 
vehicle lights, two Lord 
Crown Victoria police 
cruisers, an air com¬ 
pressor and multiple 
bicycles. 

All bicycles in fairly 
good condition will 
be donated to the city 
fire department’s Toys 
for Tots program, City 
Clerk Robbie Hume 
said.

In the Emergency 
Management depart¬ 
mental report, City Lire 
Chief Bobby Hume, 
speaking on behalf of

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Wicks and Wonders finds new home on Main Street

Lawrenceburg’s Main Street was the 
only choice for Nancy Cunningham’s 
new candle and gift shop Wicks and 
Wonders. 

“When I was a child, downtown was 
full,” Cunningham, who grew up in 
Anderson County said. “I want to bring 
stuff back downtown.” 

Downtown, 
therefore, was 
the ideal place 
to open up a 
storefront at 127 
South Main. 

“There was 
no alternative 
location for me, 
because I think 
that’s where 
it should be,” 
Cunningham 
said of her new 

business. 

Cunningham said she’s been dream¬ 
ing of owning a candle store for more 
than 15 years, since she and her hus¬ 
band Warren Cunningham observed 
local candle makers while on a mini¬ 
vacation. 

But Lawrenceburg already had a 
candle store, Lawrenceburg Candle 
Co., and there was no need to have two 
candle shops, Cunningham said. 

Then the opportunity came to buy 
the candle business portion of Law¬ 
renceburg Candle Co., and Cunning¬ 
ham found herself moving into a new 
shop on Main Street in late September, 
the weekend of the Burgoo Festival. 

Cunningham said she bought 
“everything that involved Lawrence¬ 
burg Candle Co., even the tables,” add¬ 
ing that Lawrenceburg Candle Co. will 
still operate as a gift shop in its current 
location off US 127. 

“It [Lawrenceburg Candle Co.] being 


an established business helps me a lit¬ 
tle bit,” Cunningham said. “The way its 
[candles] are made is still the same, still 
hand poured, still top-quality product.” 

Before opening Wicks and Wonders, 
Cunningham said she knew absolutely 
nothing about making candles. 

The former Anderson News typeset¬ 
ter has worn many hats over the years, 
working as an office worker at Reli¬ 
ance Electric and as a case manager 
at Franklin County Comp Care, even 
going back to school as a non-tradition- 
al student for her “greatest accomplish¬ 
ment” — a social work degree in 2007. 

“It’s something entirely different 


than I’ve ever done in my life,” Cun¬ 
ningham said of candle making. “To 
me, the smell can be therapeutic.” 

Good thing the smell of candles 
doesn’t trigger Cunningham’s allergies. 

“I have extreme allergies and per¬ 
fumes really bother me,” Cunningham 
said. “But candles don’t, thank good¬ 
ness. It would be a world of hurt.” 

Dena Sutherland, owner of Law¬ 
renceburg Candle Co., helped out in 
teaching Cunningham how to make 
candles, Cunningham said, giving 
Nancy and Warren Cunningham a two- 
day tutorial on the process. 

“Like my husband said, it’s not rock¬ 


et science,” Cunningham said, “There’s 
more steps in it than an average person 
imagines.” 

A Wicks and Wonders candle 
requires nine different ingredients, 
Cunningham said, and is still the same 
type of candle that was made at Law¬ 
renceburg Candle Co. 

Cunningham said she’s thinking 
about bringing back some scents that 
Lawrenceburg Candle Co. used to pro¬ 
duce such as vanilla. 

Her favorite scents are “spice-smell¬ 
ing” candles that remind her of baking 
spices, and also her mother Corene 
Nutgrass Burgin. 

“My mom was a great cook,” Cun¬ 
ningham said. 

Lawrenceburg specialty Modjeskas, 
marshmallow-centered caramels made 
by Lawrenceburg candy company 
Bauer’s Candy, is one scent Cunning¬ 
ham would love to capture in a candle. 

“It’s the most heavenly, when you 
walk through that front door [of 
Bauer’s Candy], it’s the most heavenly 
scent there is,” Cunningham said, add¬ 
ing modjeskas are probably her favor¬ 
ite candy. “It’s addictive.” 

For now, Cunningham said, Wicks 
and Wonders will sell more traditional 
scents, as well as seasonal candles like 
Christmas Eve and Christmas Past in 
time for the holiday season. 

The bulk of her business plan, Cun¬ 
ningham said, involves selling candles 
wholesale to out-of-county and out-of- 
state vendors in Internet sales. 

But her shop will also sell products 
from Lawrenceburg-based artists and 
vendors; Cunningham said she hopes 
to add more Lawrenceburg vendors in 
the coming months. 

“I just want to give back to Law¬ 
renceburg,” she said. “It’s been good to 
Warren and I and our children over the 
years.”

Local man looking for Hurricane 
Sandy disaster relief volunteers

Phillip Ritchey, director of 
missions for Anderson Bap¬ 
tist Association and a North 
American missionary working 
with Kentucky Baptist Disaster 
Relief, is looking for volunteers 
interested in training to assist 
with disaster relief in New York. 

Ultimately, Ritchey said 
he would like to have a team 
trained through the Kentucky 
Baptist Disaster Relief organiza¬ 
tion to respond to future disas¬ 
ter relief needs in Anderson 
County. 

“At one time in Anderson 
County, we had 100 trained 
volunteers for disaster relief,” 
Ritchey said. “We’re down to 50 
now.” 

Ritchey said he has been 
driving back and forth from 
Louisville looking for trained 
volunteers who would like to 
work with the Kentucky Bap¬ 
tist Disaster Relief organization. 

Interested individuals need 
to participate in the organiza¬ 
tion’s Phase I training, a full 
day training session in which 
participants are introduced to 
the organization, what disaster 


relief entails and the 10 differ¬ 
ent ministries Kentucky Baptist 
Disaster Relief offers. 

According to Ritchey, Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Disaster relief has 
served more than 150,000 meals 
from a portable trailer to New 
York residents since Superstorm 
Sandy hit. The organization 
also funds and operates shower, 
communication, daycare, and 
water purification trailers, he 
said, as well as trailers that offer 
tree cutting services. 

“With the training, it lets 
you know what you’re getting 
into,” Ritchey, who said he once 
stayed in an abandoned airport 
hanger while assisting with 
disaster relief after 9/11, said. 
“It’s not vacation; you’re not 
staying at the hotel.” 

The training through Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Disaster Relief 
costs $40, which includes the 
manual, background checks 
and IDs for access when at the 
disaster site, Ritchey said. 

Ritchey said the organization 
typically advises volunteers 
serve for 7-14 days, although 
some college age volunteers 
have served for three-day 
events. 


Ritchey said he hopes to be 
taking a group of Morehead 
University college students — 
already trained and having 
volunteered with those affected 
by the March tornado in West 
Liberty — within the next few 
weeks. 

For those unable to give 
their time to volunteer, Ritchey 
recommends giving monetary 
donations, rather than food and 
clothing donations, to either the 
Red Cross or the Kentucky Bap¬ 
tist Disaster Relief organization. 

Beyond disaster relief in 
New York — which Ritchey said 
will be ongoing — he’d like for 
Anderson County to become 
self-sufficient through the Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Disaster Relief 
team if disaster were to strike at 
home. 

“We’re working hard to put 
together teams for local areas 
so we’re ready when something 
happens here,” he said.

To be almost saved is to be totally lost. This point is proven 
by Paul when he recorded his conversion in front of King 
Agrippa. “King Agrippa, do you believe the prophets? I 
know that you do believe.” Then Agrippa said to Paul, “You 
almost persuaded me to become a Christian. ” Acts 26:27-28. 
Almost was not enough, Agrippa was still lost in his sins. 

Paul went on to say: “I would to God that not only you, but 
also all who hear me today, might become both almost and 
altogether such as I am, except these chains” (Acts 26:29).

N otes written while looking for 
turkey deals... 

You have to love the ambi¬ 
tion of a lot of Kentucky 
football fans. Some think 
just because the Wildcats’ 
head coaching job is open, 
anyone with a right mind 
would want to talk with 
Mitch Barnhart and com¬ 
pany. 

Nice stadium. A couple 
of stud quarterbacks - 
Max Smith and Patrick 
Towles - already in the 
fold. A chance to coach 
in the SEC. What more 
could someone ask for? 

Of course, fans of just about any 
other program would ask, “Why would 
anyone with a right mind even con¬ 
sider heading to Lexington?” 

Yep, there’s a nice empty stadium. 
You have a pair of stud quarterbacks 
that have been hurt this year. There 
is a chance to get hammered week in 
and week out. Who in their right mind 
would want to endure that every 
night? 

Translation: Kentucky football is 
not called “The Graveyard of Coaches” 
for no reason. 

In my lifetime, Kentucky has gone 
the following routes: The hot coordina¬

Anderson competitors looking 
for elusive state berth

Anderson County got a taste of how 
serious competitive can be last season. 

Braden Peyton, now graduated, 
swam the race of his life in the boys’ 
50-yard freestyle at the regional meet, 
clocking in at 23:93. Unfortunately 
for him, the final state meet quali¬ 
fier turned in a 23:64, meaning that 
in less than the time to blink an eye, 
an Anderson swimmer missed out on 
being the school’s first state entry.

Literally, in the 
blink of an eye you can miss your state 
cut. 

“Braden swam an awesome race and 
tried his hardest. I couldn’t have asked 
any more of him.” 

The newest edition of the Swim Cats 
take to the water in earnest Saturday, 
Nov. 17, when they open the season at 
Russell County. 

When the team met to start practice 
earlier this fall, there was little doubt 
that Williams - the fomer Karla Phil¬ 
lips got married over the summer - 
expects her team to strive to compete. 
An information sheet distributed to 
prospective team members listed sever¬ 
al requirements for the team, including 


a working knowledge of all four of the 
competitive strokes and to participate 
as a team. “This is competitive swim¬ 
ming, not swimming lessons,” she had 
written. 

It is all about being serious about 
the sport. 

“I think some students see the words 
‘swim team’ and think, ‘Oh, yeah. I like 
to go swimming and play in the pool.’ 

I just want people to understand that 
being on a swim team is different and 
that swimming is a competitive sport 
and practices are meant to be practices, 
not where one will literally learn how 
to swim.” 

During a practice session at Ken¬ 
tucky State University last week, it was 
apparent that Williams means what 
she says. There were plenty of smiles, 
no question. The team was enjoying its

Applications being taken Nov. 15-30 
for sandhilfcrane hunt

Applications for Kentucky’s second 
sandhill crane hunting season will be 
accepted online at wwwfwkygov from 
Nov. 15-30, according to a news release. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources will issue per¬ 
mits to 400 hunters through a random¬ 
ized computer drawing. Applicants 
drawn for a hunt must pass an online 
identification test before they can 
receive a permit. 

Applicants must have a valid Ken¬ 
tucky hunting license or be license 
exempt when they apply. Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife charges a $3 fee for 
each application. Applications can only 
be made online at the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website. Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife will conduct the drawing 
by Dec. 5, with results made available to 


applicants online. Drawn hunters must 
complete the permit requirements, 
including the identification test, by 
Monday, Dec.10, to receive their permit 
and tags by opening day of the season. 

Sandhill crane season opens Dec. 15, 
2012 and closes Jan. 13,2013. The daily 
and season bag limit for each hunter is 
two birds. Hunters must telecheck their 
game the same day it is taken. The sea¬ 
son will close earlier if hunters reach 
the quota limit of 400 birds. 

Participating hunters must com¬ 
plete a post-season survey by Jan. 25 
to remain eligible for the following 
season. Kentucky’s season is statewide. 
However, sandhill cranes may not be 
hunted in the Beaver Creek, Skaggs 
Creek and Peters Creek embayments 
of Barren River Lake Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area.

time in the water, but everything 
was done with a purpose. There 
was little down time and Wil¬ 
liams often made suggestions and 
adjustments before a swimmer 
could get out of the pool. 

Whether that will translate 
into a state berth remains to be 
seen. A year ago, Anderson had 
its largest contingent to advance 
to the second day of the regional 
competition since the program 
began 10 years ago. 

Williams has 17 swimmers - 
six boys and 11 girls - out for the 
team. “We are still considered a 
very small team and we are also a 
very young team.” 

She says four Anderson County 
Middle School students are on the 
club. 

Williams is expecting big 
things from James Mason, 

Andrew Smith and and Ben Spear 
in the drive for the state, which 
will be held at the University of 
Louisville. Mason placed third in 
the region in the 500-yard free¬ 
style last year and was ninth in 
the 100-yard backstroke. 

“I’m predicting very close times 
and the possibility of a state cut 


for James,” Williams says. 

She says Smith had good times 
in the 50-yard freestyle last year 
and has begun swimming the 
butterfly this season. 

Spear swam for a recreational 
summer team in the off-season. 
“He has returned in top shape and 
I expect him to drop lots of time 
on all of his events,” Williams 
says. 

Sophomore Casey Moninger, 
in his first year of competitive 
swimming, has been impressive. 
“He has been phenomenal in his 
first few weeks of swimming. He 
is truly a natural in the water. We 
still have a little bit of fine tuning 
to do with him, but I expect noth¬ 
ing but great results from him.” 

On the girls’ side, Megan 
Adkins and Kylie Gehefer are 
both expected to contend for 
regional honors. “Megan has com¬ 
peted well in the butterfly and 


freestyle,” Williams says. “I look 
for a lot of good times out of her 
in her senior season. Kylie is cur¬ 
rently 11th in the region in the 
100 breaststroke. I look forward 
to dropping some time off that 
event.” 

While Anderson was shut 
out of a state berth again last 
year, the team showed marked 
improvement in Williams’ first 
season. Her experience along with 
some more talented swimmers 
has given the Bearcat teams a 
fighting chance. “I am definitely 
a little more prepared of just how 
much time it takes up and all the 
ins and out. I now know all that it 
entails with students, parents and 
schools. It is a learning process 
and I’m still learning new things 
every day.”

Holmes coach Jason Booher led 
Shelby Valley to the state championship in 2010 and 
was Drury’s assistant with the Kentucky All-Stars in 
2011. He guided the state’s seniors against Indiana last 
summer. 

Another Kentucky All-Star coach, Mike Listerman, 
who guided the all-stars when he was at Covington 
Catholic, is now one of Booher’s assistants. 

“They will be very athletic and should get us ready 
for some of the teams in our schedule,” Drury said. 
“We played them during the summer.” 

The Bearcat and Lady Bearcat teams will be intro¬ 
duced to the crowd and, in a new twist this year, 
Drury said Anderson County High School students 
will be recognized for accomplishments away from 
the athletic arena. 

Drury said there will also be games and some tradi¬ 
tional giveaways Saturday night. 

Cat Madness was one of the first high school bas¬ 
ketball celebrations in Kentucky. A committee, head¬ 
ed by local booster Troy Young and his wife, Benita, 
organizes the event.

perspective, but still not 
taking the sting of the 
playoff loss away. 

“We keep knocking 
on the door,” said Peach, 
who could become the 
school’s all-time win- 
ningest coach next year. 

In his eight years at 
the helm, Peach has 
compiled a 62-31 record 
at Anderson. He’s won 
two of the three district 
championships and the 
only regional crown in 
school history. Anthony 
Hatchell, who coached 
at Anderson from 1988 
to 1997, compiled a 69-39 
record and holds the 
distinction of winning 
more games than any 
other coach in Anderson 
history. 

Last week, Peach was 
looking back on a year 
that saw Anderson cau¬ 
tiously optimistic at 
the start, then having 
designs on repeating as 
regional champions only 
to see the year crash in 
the finale. 

“It is unfortunate how 
it ended,” Peach said. 
“The seniors worked 
hard. It is unfortunate, 
but that is how it is in 
life. You remember the 
end. 

“We can’t let what 
happened (the one-sided 
loss to Cooper) overshad¬ 
ow the good things that 
went on this season.” 

The Bearcats might 
have been two plays 
from perfection as Bryan 
Station defeated the 
Bearcats in the final 
minute and Franklin 
County won on the final 
play of the game. But 
Peach says that offset 
two other games. “We 


were fortunate to win 
at West Jessamine and 
Shelby,” he smiled. 

As the season pro¬ 
gressed, Peach knew that 
Anderson, unless it could 
upset Franklin County to 
win the District 6 crown, 
would have a very dif¬ 
ficult first round game 
as Cooper and South 
Oldham, both in District 
5, had proven to be as 
formidable as Conner, 
the district favorite and 
picked as one of the top 
teams in the state. 

“We got a bad draw 
and had a quality oppo¬ 
nent in the first round,” 
Peach said. “There is no 
disgrace in losing to a 
quality opponent, but we 
might have played our 
worst game against the 
best overall team we saw 
this year. 

“Cooper felt they 
had something to prove 
(after winning a district 
in 2011 but losing in the 
first round of the play¬ 
offs). They were highly 
motivated.” 

Peach noted the influ¬ 
ence of his seniors. “I am 
sorry for them that we 
lost early. They will be 
successful in life. 

“How can you not 
enjoy coaching these 
guys?” 

The Bearcats will lose 
seven seniors. 

Since he was hired 
at Anderson in Decem¬ 
ber of 2004, Peach has 
preached the value of 
learning from mistakes 
or failures. He is already 
doing that in preparation 
for what could be a stel¬ 
lar 2013 season. 

“Hopefully, we can use 
that game as a motiva¬ 
tion for next year,” he 
said. 

The Bearcats are 
rightfully optimistic. 
Barring injury, transfer 


or someone simply giv¬ 
ing up the sport, Ander¬ 
son returns 17 of 22 start¬ 
ers. The Bearcats will 
have 18 seniors and 17 
juniors. They will have 
a junior varsity team 
that was unbeaten in the 
regular season before los¬ 
ing a JV conference play¬ 
off game. The freshman 
team went 5-3 and lost to 
Boyle County in the con¬ 
ference championship 
game. 

Simply put, Anderson 
should be one of the dis¬ 
trict and regional favor¬ 
ites and could entertain 
serious thoughts of 
another long playoff run 
in 2013. 

“This year Zachary 
Carmichael stepped in 
and threw for more than 
2,500 yards and 28 touch¬ 
downs as a sophomore 
quarterback,” Peach said. 
Carmichael was the top- 
ranked passer in Class 
5 A. 

“Ross Cox (a junior) 
stepped in and tied a 
school record with 10 
receptions in a game and 
caught a 93-yard touch¬ 
down pass, which was 
another school record,” 
Peach continued. “I was 
proud of how those guys 
took on responsibility. 

“Tristin Ashburn 
stepped in and did well 
at fullback. We had other 
kids that stepped up. 
Justin Woodworth. Sam 
Laytart. Huston Page. 
Jarrod Cubert is going 
to be a really good one 
for us at center. Joe Rose 
(perfect in 47 extra point 
attempts) had a really 
nice year for us.” 

Peach knows his 
biggest hole will be in 
replacing leading rusher 
Granville Hayes, who 
was also one of the 
Bearcats’ top receivers 
and kick return men. 


“We have three or four 
who could compete for 
that spot,” Peach said. 
“Chris Toomey should be 
back after a knee injury. 
Sam Laytart can run the 
ball. We had a freshman, 
Ryan Martin, who is 
going to be an outstand¬ 
ing football player.” 

Freshman quarter¬ 
back Brayden Russell 
probably won’t unseat 
Carmichael, but Peach 
says Russell is the kind 
of athlete that needs to 
be on the field some¬ 
where, whether it is 
running back or receiver. 
“Brayden was our scout 
team quarterback and 
gave our first team fits,” 
Peach smiled. “He has 
developed to where we 
have to give him a shot 
to get on the field.” 

Tight end, where 
senior Austin Hall lined 
up on offense, could go 


to Page, Blake Trimble or 
Kyler Campbell. 

“We are going to be 
just fine,” Peach said. “It 
is not going to be easy.” 

Peach has already 
completed the 2013 
schedule and it will be 
one of the toughest in 
Anderson history. Five 
district games are a 
constant, but the non¬ 
district schedule will 
be vastly different as 
Mercer County is the 
only returning team. 

The Bearcats will also 
play George Rogers 
Clark, South Oldham, 
along with Class 4A pow¬ 
ers Boyle County and 
Collins. Boyle is back 
on the schedule for the 
first time since 1998 
while Collins has quickly 
become one of the top 
teams in Kentucky. 

“When I got here, we 
had no problem getting 


people to come here to 
play us,” Peach said with 
a smile. “That is not the 
case anymore. 

“I have told some of 
the kids about who we 
are playing next year 
and they are excited.” 

Some of the Bearcats 
are working out on their 
own already, but Peach 
will bring them back 
in for the off-season 
conditioning program 
beginning Nov. 26. “We 
have some kids who will 
be playing basketball or 
wrestling, but if they are 
not playing a sport, we 
want them to be part of 
the off-season program,” 
he said. 

“We can’t wait for 
things to happen. We 
have got to make it hap¬ 
pen.”
